Duplicated In Cut Or Material 

Since neither the bright colored 
suits nor the Oxford trousers have 
been adopted by the really smart 
Londoners, an enterprising tailor has 
decided to boom a new fashion for the 
coming season. II is announced that 
.lie has made special arrangements 
with a cloth weaver which will allow 
him to supply suitings to young men 
which will not only be exclusive In 
cut. but which will carry the guaran* 
tee that only one suit will be made 
from that particular material. It will 
be more exclusive thnn any "Paris 
modpl for w’omen. For some time 
the most fashionable tailors have re* 
gnrd.»d it as an unwritten law that not 
more than ten suits may be made from 
any one material, but the exclusive 


in the .hi ions separate lines which now constitute the National system, have 
Dm so long been a Haemal burden on the Canadian taxpayer, that it is a dls- 
tim i relict to read the really splendid showing of the system last year, and 
the further betterment* already reported for 1926. 

I bi* net earnlrgs of the Canadian National last year were noarh double 
inn »• of 1924. being $22.261.111 as compared with $17,211,251. This substan¬ 
tia! betterment was brought about in two ways, b> an increase of nearly ten 
million dollars in operating revenues, and a decrease of over five and one- 
nili ml Hons in operating expenses. Net earnings in 1925 were twelve times 
what they were In 1922. 

Supplementing this annual statement for 1925, Mr. Dunning was able to in- 
loim Parliament that for the first four months of 1926, net earnings of the 
(.ina i in National amounted lo $9,689,217, a record for any similar period 
in Hie hlstorj of tin* amalgamated system, and the Minister was therefore 
Pi the happy position of bring able to say that "given a reasonably good, bar- 
i*“st and freedom from trallle losses due to labor difficulties it may be pos- 
sibl** for the National Hallways to pay this year their entire interest charges 
due the public.”

Giving the Canadian National a Chanea 
To Pay Profits On Ita Real Value 
If the Canadian National can be 
brought to the point of paying Interest 
to the bondholders out of Its earnings, 
there Is much to be said for the sug¬ 
gestion that tho government should 
write off at least some of tho hugo 
debt contained In lta own account 
against the railways. * It Is true that 
this would be literally a matter of 
bookkeeping. The debt would re¬ 
main. The account would be trans¬ 
ferred to the national debt. 

Hut the moral effect would be salu¬ 
tary, and doubtless It would be reflect¬ 
ed In a greater buoyancy of that In¬ 
tangible but vital psychology of busl- 
neso which counts for so much nowa¬ 
days in the material prosperity of the 
nation. Mr. Dunning says It Is ques¬ 
tionable If any railway management 
"could make good the frantic borrow¬ 
ings which overwhelmed the former 
owners.” That Is the real point at 
Issue. It Is not fair to charge the 
railways with debts which are really 
the heritage of a frenzied finance. It

The claim of John F. Mazur, chem¬ 
ist, that he had succeeded In creating 
plant and animal life by artificial 
means hna excited widespread, If 
skeptical. Interest. 

Mazur has cautioned reporters 
against a sensational exposition of his 
work which might prejudice sclen 
tlsts against him. He sincerely be 
lleves that he has discovered the long- 
sought secret of life. 

He has been working five years on 
spontaneous creation of life. He Is 
not disturbed by the refufal of Prof. 
Francis II. Herrick, head of the bio¬ 
logy department of Western Reserve 
University at Cleveland, to take any 
stock In bis discovery. 

"If he got life,” Prof. Herrick has 
said, "It simply came from apparatus 
already contaminated by life. In*ar 
lably this has been the case every time 
claims of producing life from inanl 
mate matter have been made.” 

“I don’t blame Prof. Herrick for 
scoffing,” says Mazur. ”1 would have 
scofTed five years ago. But I can con¬ 
vince any reasonable man. If reput¬ 
able scientists wilp apply the same 
logic to my work that they apply to 
their own. they will admit that I have 
created living organisms from inani¬ 
mate matter.”

A Birthday Gift 

Canada Returns to the Two Cent 
Postage Rate 

On and after July 1 It will cost only 
two cents to send a letter from one 
part of Canada to another or to the 
United States and Mexico. At pres J 
ent the letter rate in Canada and to 
points In the United States and Mexi¬ 
co is three cents per ounce, one cent 
of which is war tax, that was imposed 
on April 1, 1925. The removal of the 
one cent war tax and the return to the 
more popular two cent rate, the same' 
as is in effect in the United States, 
was provided for in the Canadian bud¬ 
get recently submitted to the Canadian 
Parliament by Hon. James A.. Robb, I 
minister of finance and now approved. 

It is expected that the return of the 
two cent postage will cause a big in¬ 
crease in postal busjness in Canada 
not only in the urban centres, but In 
the farming distircts served by 3,772 
rural mall routes with abaht 210,000 
boxes on them. 

The Canadian public regard this 
reduction in the letter postage rate as 
a birthday gift from the government, 
as next July 1 will be the 59th anni¬ 
versary of Confederation, when Can¬ 
ada became a self-governing and unit¬ 
ed Dominion.

To Explore Ungava 

Quebec Government Will Explore 
Territory By Use Of Planes 

What is considered a most import¬ 
ant expedition sent out by the Quebec 
Government will leave shortly for a 
long exploration trip in the vast ter¬ 
ritory of Ungava. The whflle ex¬ 
ploration trip will be accomplished In 
three aeroplanes. The principal alms 
of the expedition are tHe preparation 
of a detailed report on McLean’s Falls, 
considred the largest falls In Canada, 
800 feet in height and ihreequarters or 
a mile wide.

Farmers Have Right

Ottawa. The Campbell bill to give 
grain shippers the light to specify 
the terminal elevators to which their 
grain should be shipped, passed final 
stages of the House of Commons after 
about an hour's discussion. 

The only amendment made was one 
by J. (J. Ross (Liberal, Moose Jaw)

Hon. J. A. Robb announced that 
after consultation with the board of 
grain commissioners the government 
had decided to make Moose Jaw a 
grain inspection point. 

During the discusslou, W. W. Ken¬ 
ned) (Conservative, Winnipeg Soutli 
Central), said that members oU the 
wheat pool put forward the* claim that 
they, the grain growers, had the right 
to gather their grain into country 
Ware houses and ship that identical

The members of the wheat pool 
gathered more grain than they could 
store in the country. Consequently 
they were dependent upon the stor¬ 
age space controlled by the private 
elevator companies In order to accom¬ 
modate the grain which they collect¬ 
ed. But If they stored their grain in 
private country elevators the owners 
of these elevators would ship the 
grain to the private terminals.
